WASHINGTON — The Soviet 
Union is making preparations that 
could lead to the virtual doubling 
of its SS-20 medium-range missiles 
targeted on Asia, according to ad- 
ministration officials and intelli- 
gence experts. 

They said Saturday that no new. 1 
SS-20 missile launchers or missiles 
had been deployed but that con- 
struction hod begun on sites in four 
areas. 

The Soviet Union now has 108 
of the missiles facing Asia, and in 
the judgment of the officials and 
experts the new sites would accom- 
modate about the same number. 

The officials said satellite photo- 
graphs indicated several months 
ago that construction of new mis- 
sile sites was under way. Not until 
recently, however, did the adminis- 
tration become convinced that the 
construction was of a kind associ- 
ated with past SS-20 deployments.

Debtors Still Go to Prison — if Injured Party Pays

HONG KONG - Not many 
places still put people in prison for 
owing money, but then not many 
places take money as seriously as 
does this outpost of unbridled capi- 
talism. 

A long-overdue bill of as little as 
SIS can. in theory, bring on a 
monthlong sentence: a SI SO debt 
can mean a year. Tew people actu- 
ally wind up behind tars on such 
terms for such trifling sums, if only 
because the creditor has to pay 
prison expenses. Nevertheless. 
Hong Kong residents are being 
sent to debtors* prison at a faster 
rate than ever, much to the alarm 
of some of their neighbors. 

The numbers, though not over- 
whelming. rose from fewer than 
100 a year in the late 1970s to 338 


in 1982, and the authorities say the 
trend is continuing. It stems partly 
from the construction boom that 
saw houses and hotels go up like so 
oianv pieces on a Monopoly 
bear'd: When the building industry 
slumped badly last year and prices 
for land and office space dropped, 
many people found themselves 
caught short. 

In most cases resulting in prison 
terms, it was bankers who had been 
made unhappy and debtors who 
had resisted (ess persuasive collec-

South Korean officials, however, 
refused a Chinese demand for ex- 
tradition of the hijackers on the 
ground that they mould be tried 
under South'Korean penal codes. 

The hijackers have requested po- 
litical asylum in Taiwan. 

Two crew members who were 
wounded by pistol shots in a scuf- 
fle with the hijackers were to re- 
main in a Seoul hospital until they 
are able to return to China. Three 
Japanese passengers have already 
returned to Japan. 

The remaining passengers and 
crew members were expected to re- 
turn to Beijing on Monday. . 

South Korea has no diplomatic 
ties with China and is the only Asi- 
an country that recognizes the gov- 
ernment on Taiwan as die legiti- 
mate government of China.

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A Success, Maybe 


Secretary of State George Shultz has brought 
the Reagan administration its biggest diplo- 
matic success — maybe. As a result of his de- 
but on the Middle East shuttle. Lebanon has 
accepted without condition and Israel has ac- 
cepted “in principle" the terms, still secret, on 
which Israel is to withdraw- its troops from 
Lebanon. The “additional clarifications" Isra- 
el seeks “will not pose any real problems." Mr. 
Shultz says. 

Both the Lebanese and Israeli governments 
desert's respect for moving toward agreement. 
Lebanon had to maneuver between Israel's 
difficult demands and the knowledge that ex- 
cessive compromise on either security or polit- 
ical arrangements would leave it fatally vul- 
nerable to both internal strains and external 
Arab pressures. 

The Israeli government needed to balance 
the temptation to consolidate on its own a 
long-term position in southern Lebanon and 
the risk of an agreement with a government so 
frail it might not be able to enforce the agree- 
ment. That Secretary Shultz could bring the 
two to the verge of a signing had to take for- 
midable bargaining prowess. 

From Israel Mr. Shultz Hew- to Jordan, in 
saying earlier that he would not join the peace 
talks with Israel sought by the Reagan admin- 
istration. King Hussein had cited, as be put it. 
the American failure to move Israel out of 
Lebanon. It is fair to ask just wfaat part of 
Israel's movement in Lebanon springs from 


American prodding and what pan comes from 
its own determination to make the most of a 
rare negotiating opportunity. Bui whatever the 
answer, the obvious hope now is that progress 
toward a Lebanon agreement will lead the 
king to review the bidding. Mr. Shultz left 
Amman saying the king regards the new devel- 
opment as a “significant step." 

In D amascus his mission was to persuade a 
bristling Syria to accept the agreement be- 
tween Lebanon and Israel, and to remove 
from Lebanon its 30.000 troops and the PLO 
forces it also controls. It is accepted all around 
that Israel's and Syria's withdrawals depend 
on one another. Tbe question is whether Syria, 
its defenses restored by Moscow, will raise the 
ante and demand not merely Israeli withdraw- 
al from Lebanon on Syrian terms, bul Ameri- 
can commitments on the Palestinian question 
and on eventual Israeli withdrawal from the 
Golan Heights as well. 

Secretary Shultz made the case for putting 
Lebanon first. To no one's surprise. President 
Assad showed he will not come around easily. 
Mr. Shultz's strong card remains Syria's 
awareness that only U.S. influence on Israel 
con bring Damascus its goals. He will need all 
tbe help he can get from the Arab moderates, 
uncertain as they ore. In this stage at least, 
Israel unless it makes a major case out of 
those “clarifications," is home free. If there is 
a breakdown, the blame will be Syria's.

A 'Reagan Doctrine’? 


President Ronald Reagan’s admiration for 
the “freedom fighters" currently attacking the 
Sandini&is led him the other day to state a 
“Reagan doctrine" that is sure to haunt him if 
be allows it u> stand. Like the “Brezhnev doct- 
rine," to which it bears an unfortunate family 
resemblance, it justifies a great power's deci- 
sion to violate the sovereignty of other states. 

Mr. Reagan got into the subject by observ- 
ing that “there is a kind of bias in the treat- 
ment of guerrilla fighters. It depends on what 
kind of a government they are opposing." It 
sounded as though be were about to (ay down 
a common standard by which all guerrillas 
should be judged. 

Immediately, however, he drew a distinction 
between tbe “guerrillas'' who. he said, are 
fighting the elected government of El Salvador 
not to bring freedom but to restrain freedom, 
and the “freedom fighters" in Nicaragua. 
What people refer to as “the government of 
Nicaragua." he said, came “out of tbe barrel 
of a gun. ... Other than being in control of 
tbe capital, you might say. and haring a han- 
dle on all the levers, what makes them any 


more a legitimate government than the people 
of Nicaragua who are asking for a chance to 
vote for the kind of government they want?" 

Is Mr. Reagan asserting a right to encourage 
the overthrow of governments that take power 
by force and deny the vote? Few governments 
in the world would survive both tests. On the 
left, no sitting government led by a Marxist- 
Lenirust party came to power by means other 
than revolution or coup, and none offers au- 
thentic elections. Is Mr. Reagan going to sup- 
port Soviet and Chinese “freedom fighters"? 
Think of the many governments of the right 
that look and hold power by force alone. Is 
the president going to arm guerrillas against 
the regimes in Chile and Argentina? 

The “Reagan doctrine” shows that there is 
no good way to rationalize the undermining of 
governments with which one is not formally at 
war. Any effort to raise such a standard leads 
to logical absurdities and invites ambitious 
governments of other persuasions to develop 
their own lame and arbitrary excuses to 
play dirty.

Soviet Subs and Sweden 

The Soviet Union may be paying a very high 
price for whatever strategic mid tactical ad- 
vantages it is gaining through its submarine 
operations in Scandinavian waters. 

The peace movement here runs the risk of 
losing its credibility among the general public. 
Hie clamor for more funds for arms can now 
be heard from ordinary people. 

Last October, the Swedish Parliamentary 
Commission released a report on Soviet sub- 
marine intrusions. “The Soviet submarine op- 
erations represent the preliminary stages of a 
military operative planning," the commission 
said. While the actions may not be pan of a 
planned war against Sweden, they seemed de- 
signed to fight other enemies, said tbe com- 
mission president, Sven Anderson, a former 
Social Democratic foreign minister. 

It is a distinction without a difference. If the 
Russians intend to use Swedish temtoiy in a 
larger war against the United States, so much 
the worse for Sweden. What is clear is that the 
Russians are trying out new equipment and 
new tactics in Swedish waters. 

The waters in and around the thousands of 
Swedish islets provide excellent training 
ground for the Russian crews. Soviet waters, 
by contrast, arc sandy and of limited value as 
a training ground for a big-power conflict. 

The immediate reason tor the increase in 
violations of Swedish territory is the need to 
lest new equipment under warlike conditions. 
The Swedish parliamentary commission point- 
ed out that the Soviet activities cannot be re- 
garded as simply traditional maneuvers. Such 
activities imply preparation for war. 

The initial Swedish response is the recogni- 
tion that more money wiD haw to be given to 
the navy to defend against submarines. Not 
even the Swedish Communist Party is protest- 
ing this response. A second response — which 
brings us dangerously close to war — is ihax 
Swedish defense forces are determined to 
bomb io kill the next foreign submarine sight- 
ed. The Norwegians have declared that they 
will do the same. 

The Swedish government, in its note of pro- 


test to Yuri V. Andropov, the Soviet leader, 
was careful to make a distinction between the 
military and tbe political leadership of the So- 
viet Union, hinting that the military may be 
acting without prior approval .

The reality is these 45 So- 
viet submarines: it is having as a neighbor a 
great power whose “friendship" can be over- 
whelming, and which has trouble making the 
distinction between a “sea of peace” and a 
“Soviet lake.”

They 
have already begun to blame press 
coverage as the reason these econom- 
ic summit conferences cannot 
achieve their purpose of cooperative 
policies. 

Thai is beating the messenger not 
only for bringing bad news, but cre- 
ating tbe bad news and giving it to 
him in the first place. President 
Reagan and President Francois Mit- 
terrand of France share an airy, nos- 
talgic idea that the meetings have be- 
come too structured.

And it is true that in some 
part the Russians have gained by 
capitalizing on American technology, 
procured by fair or foul means. 

So the process for con trolling the 
flow of military-related technology 
must be improved, and penalties for 
illicit transfer of restricted technolo- 
gies should be made more costly. 

At the same time, an over-zealous 
attack on the problem can lead to 
damaging consequences. In recent 
years, there have been growing ef- 
forts by the United States to use the 
Export Administration Act — which 
expires in September and thus will 
provide a forum for debate on this 
issue — to stifle the free exchange of 
unclassified basic scientific knowled- 
ge among scholars. This is based on 
the belief that doing so will help deny 
the Russians opportunities to im- 
prove their might at U.S. expense. 
These efforts not only proceed from 
an erroneous premise, they will if 
successful erode U.S. security. 

The premise behind efforts to limit 
basic scientific exchanges is that the 
Russians eventually may use U.S.-de- 
reloped information and technology 
— whether in sophisticated areas of 
physics or basic research in electron- 
ics. computers and crop projections 
— to ham the United Stales. 

The premise observes no distinc- 
tion between the ideas of science that 
may eventually find their way into 
the technology of war, and technolo- 
gy and technological processes with 
ready military application. But that 
distinction is critical. There is no 
doubt that tbe United States is 
placed in jeopardy when the Rus- 
sians come into possession of U.S. 
military technology, particularly

Indeed, “security by accomplish- 
ment,” which assumes that science 
wfll serve U.S. security needs best if 
it continues to operate unfettered by 
government-imposed constraints, is 
the only sound course.

NEW YORK — Polaroid has 
come to market with a system that 
it hemes will do for slides what the 
Lana camera did for photographs. 

Last month the Auioprocess sys- 
tem, which develops and processes 
slides in three minutes, went on 
sale in Boston-area camera stores 
and professional supply bouses. 
The response has been enthusiastic. 
At Crimson Camera Technical 
Sales, a Cambridge. Massachusetts, 
company that deals exclusively 
with commercial customers, Don 
Perrin, general manager, said, “We 
can’t wait to get more in stock.” 

Mr. Perrin’s customers are 
precisely the target Polaroid has in 
mind. While most of the compa- 
ny’s products in the past have been 
designed for the mass consumer, 
Sheldon A. Buckler, executive vice 
president of Polaroid, said the Au- 
toprocess's “heaviest users will be 
in large manufacturing companies 
and medical, scientific and re- 
search institutions.” 

The system, he added, is intend- 
ed to provide quick and inexpen- 
sive display materials for “that om- 
nipresent phenomenon of the 20ih 
century — the meeting" 

The core of the system is the Au- 
toprocessor, priced at $8335 and ' 
first presented last year at Photoki- 
na '82, an annual trade fair in Col-' 
ogne. West Germany. The special 
Polaroid film can be used with any 
35-millimeter camera. After the 
film has been exposed, the film and 
a processing pack that comes with 
each roll are placed in the Au-

Brenda Lee Landry 
of Morgan Stanley & Co. predicts 
that Autoprocess slides will cap- 
ture 5 to 10 percent of the world- 
wide slide market in three or four 
years. 

Polaroid estimates thaL about 10 
billion slides were made last year, 
half in color. Industry analysis val- 
ue the color market at $2 billion: 
they say the black-and-white slide 
market, which is mainly commer- 
cial, is more difficult to estimate. 

But the analysts say the Au- 
toprocess is unlikely to give much 
support to Polaroid's sagging prof- 


its. Last year the company earnings 
fell 24 percent to S23.5 million, or 
73 cents a share — far below its 
1 978 peak of S 1 1 8 million, or 5 3.60 
a share. 

“It isn’t a major product," says 
Stanley Morton, an analyst with 
Wenhdm & Co. “Only the equiva- 
lent of a new generation of ama- 
teur camera — such as the SX-70 
introduced in 1972 — would loom 
really important.” 

Polaroid estimates that each 
slide produced by the Auioprocess 
would bring the company 25 cents 
in revenue. On that basis, Mr. Mor- 
ton said, even if the company were 
to capture 5 percent of the color- 
slide market that would produce 
revenues of only S62J million, or 
about 5 percent of last year’s total 
of $13 billion. 

But Sam Yanes. Polaroid's direc- 
tor of communications, says the 
Autoprocess system tvptifies Po- 
laroid's approach to the nonama- 
teur market, currently 33 percent 
of sales. 

The two criteria, he says, are that 
products be “table-top sized to 
conform to the trend toward tip-of- 
ihe- finger information” and that 
they facilitate “the marriage of 
photographic and electronic imag- 
ing,” Two further examples are the 
company's Polaprinter, which 


makes instant prints from slides, 1 
and a device to be introduced at ' 
the National Computer Conference ■ 
this month that helps transform ' 
personal-computer displays into 
photographs. 

Two-thirds of the company's - 
business depends on product ac- * 
cep tan ce by amateurs, however, - 
and Mr. Morton believes Autopro- ' 
cess will not suit them. Likening it • 
to Polaroid’s now defunct instant- 
movie camera, he says: “Pola vision 
was a Hop not only because it was i 
expensive and its quality was infe- » 
rior to what was available, but be- 
cause it required special equipment 

— a projector — to view."

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Kodak to Lay Off 
1,600 Workers

ROCHESTER, New York — Citing M g yw g 
foreign sales, Eastman Kodak has announced 
the indefinite layoff of 1,600 workers at plants 
in the Rochester area. 

Kodak officials said Friday the layoffs would 
cake effect May 21, with die bulk of the fur- 
loughs affecting the company's apparatus dM- 
■rioo in suburban Gates. Kodak workers affect- 
ed by the layoff announcement were those who 
had-oeen hired since Jan. 1, 1981. 

Kodak spokesman Hank Kaska said the 
layoffs were due to a “downturn of sales over- 
seas.” Worid sales of the company were down 
14 percent in the first quarter of this year. Half 
of all Kodak products sold overseas are pro- 
duced in Rochester. 

College students have t raditionall y been 
hired at Kodak in the summer to fill vacation 
positions, but Mr. Kaska said this summer, due 
to the layoffs, the company instead would hire 
back some affected workers on a temporary ba- 
sis. 

He said, however, that less than 1,000 Laid-off 
employees could expect to be retired and that 
they would be chosen based on “seniority and 
work records.”

RV, Sweet RV

L OS ANGELES — Though 
designed, manufactured 
and marketed for seasonal vaca- 
tion use, recreation vehicles — 
RVs — are being bought by more 
and more people for convenient, 
year-round, low-cost housing. 

They are being policed legally 
in mobfle home courts and short- 
term RV campgrounds and ille- 
gally in backyards and on streets, 
in parks and forests and just 
about anywhere an owner might 

be able to get away with iL 
What seems to be evolving is a 
lifestyle in which people in need 
of housing are willing to accept 
some of the inconveniences of liv- 
ing in an RV for its low cost and 
flexibility — even though it might 
be illegal. . 

“I’m no longer just in the rec- 
reation industry. I'm in the hous- 
ing industry," said Perry Altshule 
of the Valley Trailer Center here. 

Altshule considers the pur- 
chase of an RV as a permanent 
home a “growing subterranean 
market. 1 ' He noted that a few 
years ago, maybe 1 out of 10 
buyers indicated he or she would 
live in the RV. “I would guess the 
number now is 1 out of 3.” 

Out of the wide variety of RVs, 
including motor homes, van 
campers, chopped vans and 
camping traders, the type being 
bought for residences are mostly 
the so-called towable traders in 
the $4,000 to $40,000 range. This 
allows them to be detached from 
the motor vehicle that pulls them. 

Although the largest in square 
footage is generally less than half 
the are of the smallest condomi- 
nium unit, they are substantially 
less expensive to purchase. And 
the monthly cost of owning a 
trailer can be less expensive than 
renting an apartment. 

The trend is helping to spur 
RV sales to record levels after 
nearly a decade of decline. The 
upsurge has placed recreational 
vehicle manufacturers, such as 
Winnebago and Fleetwood, 
among the bigger gamers on the 
stock market. 

According to the latest review 
by the Recreation. Vehicle Indus- 
try Association, sales across the 
United States in January totaled 
about 24.000 units, an increase of 
nearly 10,000 — or about 60 per- 
cent — over a year ago. The m-

however, the industry likes to cite 
as the principal stimulants an im- 
proving economy, lower gas pric- 
es, more attractive vehicles and 
the growing popularity of camp- 
ing vacations, when referring to 
the use of RVs as housing, Gar- 
pow is careful to insert the word 
“seasonal" before housing. 

Garpow commented that u 
there were a trend toward using 
RVs as permanent bousing, “it 
must be something new coming 


RV campgrounds and courts, 
which to date have been viewed 
by most zoning boards with dis- 
dain. “Government just does not 
seem to want to recognize what is 
happening," he added. 

Unlike the occupants of tent 
cities, RV owners using their ve- 
hicles for permanent housing 
tend not to be down and out, but 
rather persons of modest income 
who are just caught in a bind for 
shelter in a tightening residential 
market. The fact is that to buy an 
RV one needs enough for a down 
payment and also must qualify 
for a loan.

out of California." He noted that 
such a use violates most zoning 
laws and was “not condoned" by 
the national organization.

One indication of the extent of 
the use of RVs as housing came 
from Ken Hummel, an accoun- 
tant and comptroller for the Val- 
ley Trailer Center and its affili- 
ates, which also sell insurance. 
He noted that about half the 
buyers were opting for a home- 
owner policy instead of the usual 
comprehensive and collision. 

Hummel said that many 
buyers were telling him that they 
were just going to use the trailer 
as a “guest house" or as an addi- 
tion in ibeir backyard for them- 
selves, f amil y or friends. He add- 
ed that a few owners might have 
been prompted by the fact that 
homeowner policies were less ex- 
pensive. 

With the exception of Altshule, 
dealers did not want to talk 


about the possibility that some 
re using RV 


buyers were using RVs illegally. 
“I don't think this is going to 
make me popular, but 1 think we 
should admit what is happening," 
said Altshule.

A random sample of recent 
buyers indicated they range from 
young couples, professionals, 
blue-collar workers and students 
to senior citizens. “It used to be 
mostly retirees stepping down 
from a house, but now we’re get- 
ting everybody," observed Monty 
Crunk, a salesman at Valley 
Trailer Center. “It’s not only that 
the livability qualities of RVs 
have improved greatly, but it sim- 
ply has become a less expensive 
way to live at a time when tradi- 
tional housing has become more 
expensive.” . 

Among reasons owners cited 
for living in an RV were bong 
unable to afford a house, unwill- 
ing to pay what they considered 
an exorbitant rent, preferring the 
convenience and flexibility of an 
RV as opposed to a not-so-mo- 
bfle borne, and simply wanting to 
build up some equity in an in- 
vestment, however modest 

“If I was paying rent for an 
apartment like I used to do, I*d 
end up with nothing," said Har- 
old Roberts. “By living in an RV 

I bought, m eventually end up 
owning so mething ." 

Another owner, a 38-year-old, 
recently divorced engineer, said 
he has been living for about six 
months in an RVmegally parked 
in the backyard of a friend's 


bouse, just a few utiles from his 
job in a Las Angeles suburb. 

“When l moved out of my 
house, I just couldn’t find an 
apartment near work at a reason- 
able rent," he explained. “I used 
to do a lot of camping so 1 
thought, why not just ouy an RV 
and live in it? The payments are 
cheap; I'm really not home that 
much and I can use it to take my 
kids for vacations. They love it." 

Unless a neighbor files a com- 
plaint, there is tittle chance that a 
person living illegally in an RV in 
a backyard wfll be forced to va- 
cate or move. Nevertheless, Los 
Angeles County Planning Direc- 
tor Norman Murdoch noted a 
“definite increase over the last 
year in reports of abuses involv- 
ing illeg ally parked RVs” in both 
rural «n rf urban areas. “If you 
look for them, I’m sure youH 
find more today than, say, a year 
ago," he 

Morc aggressive in rooting out 
illegally parked RVs have been 
the U.S. Forest Service, and the 
state and county park and recre- 
ation departments.
